The World’s Berlin letter gives a synopsis of the 
new treaty with the North German Confederation. 
According to the first article the North German 
Bund covenants to accord to Germans who have 
become naturalized citizens of the United States, 
and reside in the country for five years, the same 


rights and privileges as to native born citizens of 


the Republic, In the second clause of the same 
article the United States agrees to recognize per- 
sons, who, though formerly citizens of the United 
States, have become naturalized citizens of the} 
North German Bund, and have resided in the ter- 
ritory of the latter, as citizens of the Bund. 

It is provided moreover, that whoever having 
thus alienated himself from his own country and 
becomes a citizen'of the other country, and thus 
acquires domicile, shall be considered to have 


renounced his adopted citizenship. 


II. Provided he shall be freed by acquisition of 


citizenship through naturalization from obliga- 
tions incurred through crime or misdemeanor 
commitied while a citizen of his native country.
